Mark Kleiman Is Advising 
the State on How to 
Run a Legal Pot Industry

T he Washington State Li- 
quor Control Board took 
a critical step required 
to implement our new legalization 
law last month: admitting they’re 
not pot experts. So they selected 
Professor Mark Kleiman, a public- 
policy analyst at UCLA who has 
focused on drug policy research 
for more than 25 years, to lead a 
team of consultants advising state 
officials on figuring out everything 
from how much pot we’ll smoke to 
the price we’ll pay for it. 

The media quickly dubbed Klei- 
man our new “pot czar,” but I want 
to avoid that title. He’s nothing like 
the nation’s “drug czar,” a political 
appointee whose job is largely to op- 
pose legalization. Kleiman’s job is 
the dead opposite: figuring out how 
to make legalization work and keep 


the Feds off our back. 

I called Kleiman to ask about the 
challenges we face. He was candid 
in estimating that legal pot wouldn’t 
be available until mid-2014, even 


though permits are supposed to be 
issued by this December, and he ac- 
knowledges our legalization experi- 
ment could go terribly wrong with 
more “heavy drinking,” “a massive 
increase in use by minors,” or “car- 
nage on our highways.” 


In our interview, Kleiman also ad- 
dressed his critics. Many are still an- 
noyed that he wrote an op-ed in the 
Los Angeles Times opposing Califor- 
nia’s legalization initiative in 2010. 
Others dislike comments he made 
in January lambasting a recently 
convicted grower, saying, “If you’re 
growing 2,000 plants at a time, and 
making money at it, you’re precisely 
the sort of large-scale, for-profit op- 
erator [US attorney general] Eric 
Holder promised to go after.” 

But most folks, including myself, 
seem willing to give him the benefit 
of the doubt, saying that he is an in- 
telligent researcher who ultimately 
favors legalized marijuana, and that 
a skeptical legalization consultant 
might be more effective at mitigat- 
ing federal concerns than an in-state 
cannabis cheerleader. 

What are you doing for the state 
liquor board? We’re going to pro- 
vide them with information. What’s 
the current consumption level? 
How’s that likely to change after the 
new regime goes into effect? Some of 
it is straight factual stuff, and some 
of it is choices they can make and 
the advantages of one choice versus 
another. My understanding is that 
we’re not going to be making recom- 
mendations. We’re going to be mak- 
ing factual statements — or as close 
as we can make them to factual. 

The contract says you need to 
estimate the amount of pot we’ll 
smoke. How do you plan to calcu- 
late that? The question we want to 
answer is how much cannabis will be 


sold through licensed outlets in 2014, 
2015, 2016? There’s not going to be 
anything for sale until probably the 
middle of next year. Then it will take 
some time for people to switch from 
their illicit supply to a licit channel. 
You have to increase that by the con- 


sumption of new users. You have to 
modify that by changes up or down 
by existing users. And that’s recur- 
sive — that’s dependent on decisions 
the board is making. 

What is the biggest challenge? 

A very early one to think about is 
price. What price would you like? 
A little bit above the illicit price or 
below it? A lot below it? How do we 
arrange for a system that, as com- 
pletely as possible, displaces the il- 
licit market in Washington? 

What about the Feds? Any ad- 
vice we give the board has to take 
into account likely federal actions. 
We can document what the Feds are 
likely to do and how will X or Y work 
out. We could propose some brilliant 
system that falls apart with a letter 
from the US attorney. Anyone in this 
situation has to take into account the 
robustness of what they do in the 
face of possible federal actions. 

What about the children? It used 
to be that a quarter of the marijuana 
sold was consumed by people under 
21. None of them can buy legally 
in Washington. Are they going to 
be provided by illicit growers, or is 
this going to be like alcohol? Kids 
are getting brand-name beer sold in 
grocery stores, purchased either by 
adults or by minors with fake IDs. 
What would you like? Do you really 
want juveniles served by strictly il- 
licit growers? This is not an easy 
question. 

How will our success be mea- 
sured? First, does it work? Do you 
actually have a system as intended, 
where most of the pot smoked in 
Washington State is produced, pro- 
cessed, and sold by these entities 
licensed by the board and paying 
their taxes? Mechanically, did they 
manage to set up a system that cre- 
ated the availability of legal cannabis 
for adults? 

Second, what were the outcomes? 
The promised outcomes of cannabis 
legalization are reduced criminal en- 
terprise, reduced arrests, reduced in- 
carceration, reduced enforcement ex- 
penditures, availability of product in 
safer and known forms, personal ► 


Initiative 502 allows adults 21 and older to possess up 
to an ounce of marijuana, and it requires the state to 
license growers, distributors, and retailers.

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◄ liberty gains to consumers and 
potential consumers. The downsides 
are increased drug abuse, other 
kinds of illicit enterprise — especially 
stuff going out-of-state — possibly 
increased availability to and use by 
minors, bad results in terms of traf- 
fic accidents. 

What might cause you to think 
we failed? The board could set up 
the most sensible regulatory scheme 
possible within t;he constraints of 
the law and we could still get a bad 
result. What if it turns out that can- 
nabis and alcohol are complements, 
that making cannabis available in- 
creases the consumption of alcohol 
and increases heavy drinking by 
adults? If that is the case, it’s very 
hard for me to see all the other gains 
are worth it. 

In that case, I would say we ran 
an experiment and we learned some- 
thing important. In that case, it was 
a gain. Nobody really knows what 
the outcomes are. This is a first in 
the world. There’s clearly a political 
movement to legalize cannabis, and 
independent of my view of whether 
that’s a good idea or not, everybody 
ought to want this to be a good shot. 

If Washington does this right, 
we’ll learn something. If they do it 
in some sensible way and it crashes 
and burns — the system doesn’t work 
at all, we get a massive increase 
in use by minors, carnage on our 
highways — then we’ve also learned 
something about the cannabis-le- 
galization experiment that the next 
person might learn from. You should 
want Washington to do a good job at 
this, and you should want the Feds to 
back off and let it run. 

Did you find your team at the 
liquor board bidders’ conference? 

It’s true that the drug policy side of 
this is the people I’ve worked with 
for years. The chemical testing and 
production side is mostly people that 
our core group didn’t really know. 
During the bidding period, we did an 
enormous amount of outreach. The 
board made it clear in the [request 
for proposals] that they wanted 
to make one award, not four. I was 
pleased to discover that even as a 
freshly assembled team, we man- 


aged to beat all the competition, ac- 
cording to all the reviewers. 

Do you think it’s wrong for 
adults to use marijuana? That’s not 
a judgment I make for other people. 
I’m not easily able to wrap my head 
around the notion that drinking is 
good and pot smoking is bad. And 
I know several things about it that 
make it safer. I’m certainly not mor- 
ally horrified by pot smoking. 

Do you still think home growing 
is preferable to the system we’re 
proposing, which allows people 
to purchase marijuana only from 
licensed outlets? This is complicat- 
ed. I was imagining a national sys- 
tem that was fully legal, not a state 
system embedded in a national sys- 
tem of illegality. Colorado has home

grow — essentially unregulated home 
grow. In all the surrounding states, 
it’s strictly illegal. If I were advis- 
ing Colorado and not Washington, I 
would say, “What are you going to do 
to keep Colorado from being the new 
Mexico?” I still like home grow as an 
end solution. 

What changed since you edito- 
rialized against Proposition 1 9, the 
legalization proposal in California 
a few years ago? That was with 
specific reference to California. It 
was clear the Feds would not stand 
still for what was going to happen in 
California. If someone had showed 
me the Washington initiative in 
2010, I might have said otherwise. 
Ultimately, my views are irrelevant. 
Nobody asked me whether it was a 
good idea. 

Do you think Washington's pot 
initiative was a good idea? Assum- 
ing that the board does a good job, 
and assuming that the Feds step 
back and let the system operate, ask 
me in five years and I’ll know, or at 
least I’ll have a good opinion. ■

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A Few Little 
Pet Districts 

Where Will Pot Retail 
Shops Be Allowed?

C heck out this map. It was designed by the 
city’s Department of Planning and Devel- 
opment to show where pot stores can legally open 
after the state issues retail licenses in December. 
Those itty-bitty little yellow areas are those 
places — and if it seems like they are few and far 
between, you don’t know the half of it. 

Most of those yellow zones are off-limits too — 
unless you can convince the Port of Seattle to let you 
open a store on top of a shipping crane or persuade 
Carnival Cruises to give up its waterfront slip. Then 
there’s that yellow stretch along Aurora Avenue 
North, which is mostly a golf course. 

Understanding why there are so few yellow 
patches — Seattle’s future pot districts — requires 
a little bit of background. Initiative 502 legalized 
marijuana possession and required the state to 
issue licenses to growers, processors, and retail- 
ers. But as written, 1-502 bans marijuana retail 
storefronts within 1,000 feet of certain properties, 
including parks, schools, arcades, libraries, com- 
munity centers, and even public-transit centers. 
This is to avoid conflict with federal law (which has 
already cracked down on medical marijuana within 
these zones). The city also bans pot stores in resi- 
dential neighborhoods. So this map is the result of 
overlaying the state’s and city’s restrictions. 

The blue areas are places where medical mari- 
juana businesses can open; the yellow ones are for 
recreational pot stores. 

Making it even more restrictive, the Seattle 
City Council is now pondering a measure to ban 
pot stores in six portions of downtown, in seven 
historic districts in neighborhoods, and even in 
many areas zoned for retail. Looking at this map, 
the council’s proposal would eliminate “four addi- 
tional blocks in Ballard and about two additional 
blocks next to the Stadium zone,” according to 
council president Sally Clark. 

What does that leave? 

The largest swath of land is the industrial flat be- 
tween the stadiums and Georgetown. The problem 
here is that these areas are packed with warehous- 
es, not storefronts, but you can reasonably expect 


retailers who have few alternatives to pay top dol- 
lar to rent space in these industrial areas, thereby 
pushing out industrial tenants. Other areas include: 
(1) a few blocks along Aurora Avenue North, (2) 
three short stretches of Lake City Way, (3) a couple 
blocks of Northwest 85th Street in Greenwood, (4) 
a patch of Rainier Avenue South, and 
(5) a light-industrial no-man’s-land be- 
tween South Lake Union and Seattle 
Center. Then there’s the one district 
that is both close to the city and con- 
ducive to retail: (6) the intersection of 
23rd Avenue and East Union Street, 
which is the closest to Capitol Hill, could end up be- 
ing the prime pot district in town. 

Needless to say, this is highly impractical. 

The densest parts of the city are the locations 
where most people would actually want to buy 
marijuana, but these are the same places where 
marijuana stores will be prohibited. Considering 


that the goal of 1-502 was to undercut the black 
market with accessible legal pot, it’s unfortunate 
that black-market pot dealers could remain way 
more accessible than the new legal stores. 

However, there aren’t any other great options. 
Representative Christopher Hurst (D-Enumclaw) 
has proposed a bill that would adjust 
these boundaries and raise application 
fees for new pot businesses. Neither 
of his ideas are workable: Raising the 
cost of licenses would push small pro- 
ducers out of the market, and shrink- 
ing the 1,000-foot buffer zone around 
schools and parks — sensible as that may sound — 
would invite the federal government to file a legal 
challenge against our pot laws. Which, obviously, is 
something we want to avoid. For now, at least, these 
are the pot districts we have in Seattle. The chal- 
lenge will be making sure the city council doesn’t 
restrict them further. ■

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What Happens 
N the Feds Sue? 

Some Parts of Our Pot 
Legalization Law May Be in Limbo, 
Other Parts Will Remain Intact

T here is a big “IF” hanging 
over many of the articles in 
this guide about Washington’s mari- 
juana legalization law. For example, 
we write about future pot taxes — IF 
a federal lawsuit doesn’t prevent 
our legalization law from taking ef- 
fect. We also write about where pot 
retail stores can open — IF the Feds 
don’t get an injunction that freezes 
licenses from being issued. 

(Just to be clear, we’re not talk- 
ing about the medical marijuana law 
passed 15 years ago. That law isn’t at 
risk. It didn’t change. 

It won’t change. We’re 
only talking about 
the law concerning 
recreational pot that 
passed last fall.) 

This is the pri- 
mary concern you’ll 
hear: The US Department of Jus- 
tice (DOJ) could claim in the next 
couple months that our new state 
law conflicts with the federal Con- 
trolled Substances Act, they could 
file a lawsuit in US District Court, 
and they could seek an injunction 
that freezes the state from carry- 
ing out the law while the lawsuit 
winds through the courts. The 
people who drafted Initiative 502 
specifically wrote it to beat this sort 
of lawsuit: Agents of the state will 
never handle or sell marijuana, so 
it will be hard to prove we’re break- 
ing laws. 

Representing us if this goes to 
court: state attorney general Bob 
Ferguson. 


“My job will be to defend the 
will of the voters,” Ferguson told 
me in a recent interview. He’s al- 
ready flown to DC to meet person- 
ally with US attorney general Eric 
Holder to dissuade him from chal- 
lenging it. But still, preparing for 
the worst, Ferguson’s got a passel 
of layers armed to the teeth with 
legal briefings for a lawsuit that he 
hopes never gets filed. 

“I am doing everything I can to 
defend that law, and I intend to win,” 
he said. 

If the DOJ does 
take action, they could 
employ a wide array 
of tactics. On one end 
of the spectrum, they 
could merely -issue 
a statement saying 
that Washington must 
keep its legal pot inside state bor- 
ders and pot businesses must follow 
strict rules or risk arrest. Or the 
Feds may question the state’s right 
to collect tax revenue. If they take 
the most extreme tack, seeking an 
injunction, the state’s law could 
come to a partial halt. 

If that happens, nobody knows 
who will win the case. Nobody. But 
there are two guarantees: (1) Pot 
possession of up to one ounce will 
remain legal, because that part of 
the law is dictated entirely at the 
state level, not the federal level; and 
(2) we will get to watch a fantastic 
showdown that brings the fight over 
legal pot the same high profile as gay 
marriage. ■

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Where to Stash Yeur Cash? 

State Will Need to Deposit 
Pot Taxes Somewhere

% JB #hen state-licensed canna- 
w w bis companies start selling 
sinsemilla later this year, perhaps the 
biggest conundrum for state regula- 
tors will be where to put all that mari- 
juana money. Federal laws against 
money laundering forbid banks and 
other financial institutions from de- 
positing dope dollars — a well-known 
problem in the pot world. Some en- 
trepreneurs secure bank accounts 
through “white lies” and by omitting 
certain financial details, but still, the 
state’s medical cannabis industry is 
mostly cash-based. 

“I’ve had my bank accounts 
pulled. I’ve had my credit-card privi- 
leges pulled,” says Dawn Darrington 
from CWC Gardens in Seattle, who 
estimates that at least half of canna- 
bis businesses have 
no bank account. 

“Anyone who walks 
into a bank and says, 

‘I’m going to dis- 
pense medical mari- 
juana,’ is not going get an account.” 

Never mind the actual pot busi- 
nesses — which are used to running 
cash-based enterprises. Where will 
the state government deposit our 
marijuana taxes? 

State deposits run through Bank 
of America, according to state trea- 
sury spokesman Chris McGann, who 
says the agency isn’t experienced 
with large cash-based accounts. “We 
do have a vault, but it’s not really set 
up for storing cash. It’s mostly used 
right now to store bond documents.” 

The state currently deposits pot 
sales tax, but those funds are com- 
mingled with many other deposits. 
How is Bank of America going to 
view state money earmarked for our 
Dedicated Marijuana Fund? Accord- 
ing to bank spokeswoman Britney 
Sheehan, “If the proceeds can be 
directly tied to cannabis operations, 


we would not bank it.” 

So the state will face the same 
banking problem as dispensaries. 
Here are three possible solutions to 
our cash-stashing problem: 

Federal Exemption: Assuming the 
Feds haven’t been planning a raid 
for the last four months, it seems 
quite plausible that the US attorney 
general is compiling a list of conflict- 
ing codes that must be corrected to 
legally allow these experiments to 
happen. The people may have flipped 
the bird to the Feds, but state regu- 
lators could politely ask the federal 
government to tweak banking rules 
to accommodate legalization laws in 
Washington and Colorado. 

Bitcoin: Established in 2009, Bit- 
coin is a digital, peer-based currency; 

nearly 11 million 
Bitcoins currently 
trade at more than 
$90 each — a billion 
dollar market. This is 
roughly the amount 
the state’s Office of Financial Manage- 
ment predicted our pot market would 
generate each year. Bitcoin requires 
no bank approval, but the young cur- 
rency’s exchange rates have been 
volatile, making it perhaps a risky al- 
ternative to centralized banking. 

State Depository: A state bank 
requires millions of dollars in start- 
up capital, but a state depository 
requires only a large enough safe — - 
like the one storing bond documents 
at the treasurer’s office. A pot-bank 
scheme might avoid federal regula- 
tion if it acts only as a safe-deposit 
box for the state’s cannabis cash — no 
transactions with other banks, no fed- 
eral deposit insurance, etc. 

Whatever route, the state will be 
frank with banks. “We’re not going 
to lie about where we think money is 
coming from,” says McGann. “That is 
not an option.” ■

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Rub It In 

Impressively Effective 
(and Totally Non-High-Bestowing) 
Medicated Balms and More at the 
Whole Foods of Medical Marijuana

U pon entering the medical can- 
nabis collective Canna-Rx, 
you notice how different this dis- 
pensary seems from so many oth- 
ers. First, there’s the location— in 
the heart of Fremont, in the type 
of retail space typically given over 
to yoga studios and clothing bou- 
tiques. (Bonus: free 
underground park- 
ing.) Then there’s 
the interior design — 
which, amazingly, ex- 
ists — with handmade 
wood-and-glass dis- 
play cases topped 
with marble slabs un- 
der tasteful lighting. 

Look around and 
you’ll find evidence of 
medical marijuana’s 
grittier side — pa- 

tients enter through 
a pair of intricately locked-and-key- 
coded doors (designed to foil hold- 
ups) — but once inside, you could be 
in a retail space devoted to artisanal, 
handcrafted jewelry. 

Behind the counters buzz the 
marijuana sommeliers, lorded over 
by Shawn Coleri, the man who 
hatched the dream of Canna-Rx. 
At the center of this dream: medi- 
cal marijuana “medibles,” made not 
with cannabis-infused butter (which 
can taste to some like rancid ass) but 
with hash oil, which is extracted not 
with the typical heavy solvents but 
with pure alcohol, a more time-con- 
suming process resulting in a thick, 
dark, molasses-smelling syrup that 
packs a punch. Coleri and his friends 
soon began injecting their oil into a 
variety of products: cookies, lolli- 


pops, tinctures, and, the reason for 
my visit, topical salves. 

To understand the chasm be- 
tween medical marijuana and get- 
ting stoned, there’s no better tool 
than cannabis-infused salves. As I 
learned once again after smearing 
Canna-Rx’s mint-scented hash-oil 
salve on my aching 
lower back, topical 
MMJ is an absolute- 
ly lousy way to get 
high — simply put, it 
doesn’t work — but 
it’s a perfectly bril- 
liant way to relieve 
muscle pain. This 
fact was confirmed 
by all those I shared 
my Canna-Rx sam- 
ples with, from a col- 
league with chronic 
foot pain to a friend 
with “some weird back thing,” who 
praised the balm’s speedy effective- 
ness at imparting physical relief 
while noting the absolute lack of 
anything close to a feeling of stoned- 
ness. (According to Coleri, his salves 
have worked wonders for folks with 
rheumatoid arthritis.) 

In addition to benignly extracted 
hash oil and a “closed-loop system” 
of growing plants without pesticides, 
fungicides, or herbicides, Canna-Rx 
is devoted to one more thing: good 
strong dosages, aimed at the specific 
needs of regular MMJ users rather 
than high-seeking dabblers. “Eat no 
more than half and put the rest in 
the freezer,” said Scoleri as he hand- 
ed me a hash-oil-infused brownie the 
size of an eight-track tape. “Come 
back soon.” ■

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Don’t Smoke Pot 

Vaporize It: 

Two Excellent Handheld Vaporizers

T he Pax by Ploom is a high-tech, 
portable aluminum vaporizer 
that costs $250, and the Launch Box 
by Magic-Flight is a tiny wooden 
vaporizer that costs $120 to $150. 
Many people will stop reading right 
there, and that’s a legitimate reaction. 
The simple act of smoking pot (or 
other aromatic herbs!) has to involve 
lithium-ion batteries and a bedside 
charger now? You’d 
be forgiven if you 
dismissed the whole 
thing and rolled up a 
joint on the underside 
of a FVisbee, like your 
grandma used to do. 

But if you have a 
little extra cash or you’re worried 
about your health, vaporizers de- 
serve a look. Vaporizing is suppos- 
edly less harmful than smoking. It 
heats the material without a flame, 
so volatile and mood-enhancing ele- 
ments are vaporized without releas- 
ing any smoke. You exhale only a 
little cloud of vapor that dissipates 
quickly. And they’re windproof! 
Have you ever tried to light a bowl 
on a chairlift? Impossible. Vaporiz- 
er? No problem. That feature alone 
is worth the price. 

The Pax is notable for its anod- 
ized aluminum body (it comes in 
black, purple, or blue), recharge- 
able battery, LED status indicator, 
ease of use, and high price. Click 
it on, wait for the pulsing light to 
turn green, and go to town. Give it a 


shake, and the light will tell you how 
much charge you have left. It’s self- 
contained, one piece, neat and tidy. 
It has three temperature settings, 
but I have no idea which one to use. I 
leave it on the middle setting, which 
seems to work just fine. 

The Launch Box has the complete 
opposite aesthetic. It’s made of wood 
and clear acrylic, it’s powered by AA 
batteries with their 
labels stripped off, 
and it has an inspi- 
rational quote about 
love engraved on the 
bottom. The price 
varies depending on 
the kind of wood and 
whether you want some kind of sym- 
bol etched into the acrylic top (note: 
You don’t). The big practical down- 
sides to the Launch Box are that you 
have to carry at least one battery 
and it doesn’t hold a charge as long 
as the Pax. And you have to be care- 
ful with those stripped batteries — if 
they touch metal in your pocket, they 
could short out and start heating up. 
Despite the drawbacks, the Launch 
Box has a warm, charming, home- 
made feel, it’s significantly cheaper, 
and it gets the job done. 

Whether you side with the techies 
or the hippies, portable vaporizers 
are the way to go, particularly in this 
new world of legalization we find our- 
selves in. If you won’t have to cheese 
it when the fuzz comes rollin’, you can 
afford to have a nice piece of gear. ■

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I’m Not 

Your Drug Mule 

Things You Shouldn’t Say 
to a Medical Marijuana Patient

E ven before Initiative 502 
passed, friends, and friends 
of friends, have asked me to pick 
up bud for them from dispensaries. 
Now, I would like to buy the world a 
toke. But I’m not a drug mule (unless 
it’s Christmas and 
I’m traveling home 
to Mom’s). And I’m 
not a drug dealer 
(anymore). Card- 
carrying friends 
like me — that is, 
people with autho- 
rizations for legal 
medical cannabis — 
may seem like your 
pot fairies, but be- 
fore you ask them, 
ask yourself a few 
questions: 

Why do you 
want them to buy 
you pot? Is it be- 
cause you don’t 
have a reliable con- 
nection? Is this per- 
son close to you? 

Would you listen to 
them talk about their dead grandpa/ 
ex-girlfriend/failed college exam 
while they cry for an extended pe- 
riod of time? If not, don’t ask them 
to commit a felony for you. Are you 
smoking a bunch of weed with your 
friend? Are they agreeing to buy 
drugs for you so that you will stop 
mooching? 

If you still think it’s worth asking, 
be discreet. 

Do not leave a digital trail: Do not 
hit up your friend on Facespace; do 
not send them a text message about 


pot. Sharing or trading in medical 
marijuana with nonpatients is illegal 
on the state and federal level. So do 
not talk openly about someone else’s 
authorization — in front of friends or 
in a bar. If necessary, talk about flow- 
ers, Bruce Banner, 
broccoli. This is not 
just THC-induced 
paranoia: We live 
in an age of surveil- 
lance. 

You should re- 
spect the fact that 
your friend is a 
patient. Don’t as- 
sume that they 
smoke weed rec- 
reationally, even if 
they smoke with 
you while you are 
smoking " recre- 
ationally. 

Patients and 
recreational us- 
ers alike should 
be able to know 
what they’re buy- 
ing — strains, THC 
and cannabinoid content — and they 
should not have to go hang out in 
a basement watching Two and a 
Half Men reruns and getting their 
dealer high. They should be able 
to choose sativa or indica, munch- 
ies or giggles, pain management or 
sleeping aid. Your patient-friends 
feel you. We want you to have the 
best pot with the least hassle. But 
realize that the favor you’re asking 
is not like grabbing you a Snick- 
ers as long as we’re already at the 
7-Eleven. ■
